New Tom. June 2%.—Another shocking 
steamboat disaster was added to the already- 
long list this afternoon. The Seawanahaka, ply- 
ing between this city and Glen Cove, Sea Cliff, 
Roslyn, and Sandy Point, Long Island, on the 
sound, took fire from an explosion, Whose 
origin nobody seems to know, at 
five minutes to 5 Otok on her 
afternoon trip outward. She was then between 
Hell Gate and Little Hell Gate. A puff of black 
smoke and a flash of flame but ot the smoke- 
stack followed the dull thud of the explosion, 
and an instant afterward a huge volume of 
FIRE ENVELOPED THE FORWARD RART OF THE 


Capt. Smith, e realized the 
danger at once, but was unable to turn either 
to the right or left for several minutes 
on account or the steamer Granite 
State, which was running -outside of 
her, and a number of schooners. which 
were between her and the shore. Jets of fame 
darted up the chain-holes, eutting of communi- 
cation with the engineer, and burning the 
hbelmsman’s hands so that he was compelled to 
make quick snatches at the spokes of the wheel, 
being forced to drop them instantly again. 
WITH CONSUMMATE BRAVERY 

he held the burning vessel on her course be- 
tween the obstructing vessels while his face and 
hands slowly blistered, and, when he had suc- 
ceeded in passing them, turned her nose sharply 
about, and headed her direct for the

PRESS REPORT. 
NARRATIVES OF PASSENGERS. 

New Yorks, June 28.—The steamboat Seawan- 
ahaka, which ran from Peck Slip up the Sound 
to Glen Cove, L. L, took fire at 4:30 o'clock this 
afternoon, while off Randall's Island, East River. 
The fire was caused by.an explosion in the en- 
gine-room, and the middle of the steamboat was 
soon in flames. The Pilot, Charlies Smith, re 
mained at his post until nearly burned to 
death, and succeeded in beaching the veasel on 
asunken meadow adjoining the island. Many 
persons sprang overboard and were drowned, 
Many others in the stern of the vessel could not 
get off and were burned to death. Of the 600 
persons supposed to be on board fifty are 
believed to have perished. The bodies of about 
thirty dead persons are recovered. Only those 
of Dr. Beboise, a wealthy gentleman, residence 
unknown, and of Mary Reed, a young woman, 
were identified. 

Among the saved are: Charlies A. Dana, edi- 
tor of the Sun; 8. L. M. Barlow, Col. W. R. Chase, 
and R. H. Rochester, Treasurer of the Western 
Union Telegraph Company. The veasel burned

ANOTHER ACCOUNT

when the fire-alarm rang out, and fames were 
discovered bursting through the pilot-house.

The steamer 
Granit State, of the Hartford line, passing at 
the time, picked up thirteen and one 
dead body, which they landed at Whitestone. 
The steamer Osseo rescued the majority of the 
passengers and proceeded with them to College 
Point. Those without life-preservers saved 
themselves by clinging to the guards, 
paddies, and other sheltered parts of 
the boat. The body of Abe Skidmore, of a wel- 
known Long Island family, was recovered, and 
is now at the Coleman House, this city. 

The Seawanahaka left the city each afternoon

I am told, in response to a signal from the 
Captain, and then climbed up among the ma- 
chinery and was seen standing on the upper 
deck trying to raise the vaives so that the steam 
could escape, and an explosion be avoided. We 
never carried over thirty-four pounds of m. 
The only members of the crew, I un 
missing are Josiah Hasbrouck, cook, and 
bis grandson, Charles Hasbrouck, who was em- 
ployed on the boat. We had a crew of 
four deckhands, one deck-boy, engineer, two 
firemen, Captain, clerk, Superintendent. wheel- 
man, Superintendent's cierk, porter, steward, 
and cook. The crew did their duty uke men, 
and few of them lost their presence of mind. 
You can imagine how cool they were when the 
clerk, who was collecting fares, as soon as he 
realized the boat was on fire, returned to his 
Office and secured all the money he had left 
there. 

Among our passengers were Charles A. Dana,

two of Harper’s publishers, and a number of 
other gentlemen whose names I cannot recol- 
lect, but who were in the habit of going to their 
homes along the island shore by our boat.

the centre of the boat. Mr. Moires, our 
porter, saw a chiid floating on its back, and was 
going to jump overboard to save it, when a 
frantic woman clutched his arm. saying: 
“You are a strong man, and I a woman with- 
out any friends on board.

The only one of the Seawanahaka’s boats got 
out was one which had canvas fastened over it. 
After the canvas was got off the body of a 
child about 2 years old was found lying in tho 
water in the bottom of the boat.

After I got on Ran- 
all's Island 1 was almost exhausted, 
but the doeeters who were hurrying 
about revived me by pouring some 
liquor down my throat. I reached this city om 
the Sylvan Glen, which had several of our pas- 
sengers on board. Other passengers were taken 
on board the Osseo, Granite State,and Minne- 
hannock, and were carried to those beats’ desti- 
nation.

Myseit and about half a dozen others redoued 
her from her perilous position.

I yelled at him not to jump, or he 
would be struck by the wheel. He did not heed 
me, and went over forward. The last I saw of 
him he was going under the wheel.

THE RESCUERS. 

The Eastern Boulevard Club ground on Rast 
One Hundred and Twenéy-first street, is right 
opposit the scene of the disaster. Some dozen 
members were present at the time,and gathering 
a number of the neighbors, maaned all the 
beats of the Club and hired others at 
adjacent floats. These all went across the 
river and brought about forty persons 
to the club-house, who were Burned about the 
bedy, hands, and face.

The fire appeared to be 
just forward of the paddile-wheels, and the 
steamoF turned in as if to land on 
the isand, but suddenly turned out again. She 
was going at full speed. He started out to fol- 
low her. At that time there were about 500 pa- 
tients in the grounds, and most of them had 
scon the burning steamer. They made a rush 
for. the river front, and fell in Une 
to witness the sight The orderiies of 
the institution were sent out, and all the insane 
peruons were safely placed in their rooms. Dr. 
McDonald ordered all necessary articles from 
the apothecary, and at once went to the scene 
of the accident. By this time the steamer 
had deen run upon a sunken mea „ and 
was all ablaze. Men, women, and were 
jumping from the burning vessel. The Doctor 
ordered his private boat out, and everything 
poasible was done to relieve the passengers on 
board the unfortunate steamer. The first

CEDAR RAPIDS COMPLICATIONS. 
A,meeting of representatives of the Burting- 
tof, Rock Island, and Burlington, Cedar Rapids 
& Northérn was held yesterday at the Burling- 
ton General Office to consider the alleged out- 
ting of rates by the Chicago & Northwestern and 
the Chicago, Milwaukee & St. Paul Railroads. In 
order to explain properly the cause of this diffi- 
culy it is necessary to go back to the time when 
the Northwestern and the Rock Island Com- 
panies were contending for the possession of 
the Burlington, Cedar Rapids & Northern.

The Rock Island, the Burlington, 
and the St. Paul Roads had all valuabie connec- 
tions with this line, and of course it did not suit 
them to have the Northwestern get possession 
of it..The Rock Island managers finally suc- 
ceeded in crowding out the Northwestern and 
perfecting an arrangement for the lease of the 
road by their Company, but again the other 
roads would not have it, and there was another 
contest. Finally the stock of the road feil into 
the hands of parties interested in the Burling- 
ton and the Rock Island, and at the last annual 
meeting of the Burlington, Cedar Rapids & 
Northern the Rock Island and the Burlington 
secured control by getting elected each about an 
egual number of Directors. Subsequently it was 
decided, in order to avoid further complications 
regarding the possession of the road, to keep u 
its independent organization and divide the 
business from it between the Rock Island and 
the Burlington, and also give a fair share to 
the Northwestern and the Milwaukee & St. Paul, 
on condition that these two latter should main- 
tain with the other roads the Cedar Rapids rates.

THE HORRIBLE CONDITION OF ARMENIA. 

In a recent debate in the English House of 
Lords the condition of Armenia was brought 
under consideration, and several speakers, 
irrespective of party, pressed the matter 
upon the Government, and urged the neces- 
‘sity ot immediate help to rescue the people 
from their awful plight, arising from Turk- 
ish cruelty, misrule, and oppression. The 
pleture presented by the various speakers 
was horrible in all ofits details. Nothing in 
all the history of Turkish misrule can equal 
it, though that history is stained with in- 
justice, oppression, and brutality from the 
first page to the last. There is not a people 
on the earth to-day whose condition is as 
dreadful and pitiful as that of the Armenian 
Christians, though the Great Powers two 
years ago demanded that Turkey should in- 
stitute reforms immediately. How con- 
temptuously the treaty stipulations have 
been regarded by Turkey, and how indif- 
ferent the Powers have been as to their en- 
forcement, is shown by the undisputed testi- 
mony that the condition of these poor people 
is worse now than it was at any time before 
the treaty was signed. 

The statements in the House of Lords pre- 
sent the whole pieture of misery and despair 
ip a vivid light. Seores of the Armenian 
villages have been completely abandoned. 
Their people have been swept away by fam- 
ine, or they have sought other places where 
their work would give them bread, or they 
have fled from the Oppressions of domestic 
robbers indorsed by the Turkish Govern- 
ment, and from the crue] ravages of the war- 
like Cireassians and Kurds, protection against 
whom was specially guaranteed to them in 
that impotent instrument known as the Ber- 
lin Treaty. Pestiiehnee and famine have 
made horrible ravages among them. 
Cerpses lie in the streets of these peace- 
ful villages, and the starving, despair- 
ing victims of famine, urged by the 
pangs of hunger, feed upon them. 
Meanwhile the Turkish tax-gatherers are 
‘stripping the people of money and homes. 
Assassinations are frequent. Te kill an Ar- 
menian Christian is of no more moment than 
to kill a dog. The women are subjected to 
horrible indignities. The girls are seized 
ami sold into slavery. No justice is allowed 
them in the courts. The warlike Circassians 
and Kards sweep down upon them, and 
slaughter them, and carry off what little 
Turkish greed and rapacity may have missed. 
There is no semblance of government left. 
The whole country is in a state of anarchy, 
in which the Armenians,, belfig the weaker 
class, are pushed to the wall and trampled 
underfoot, and, notwithstanding the Berlin 
Treaty and the Great Powers, all the causes 
of misery continue in operation, and the Ar- 
menian Christians, or at least such of them 
as eannot escape into Russia, are absolutely 
threatened with extinction. 

This horrible condition of affairs is due to 
two causes: first, that the Berlin Treaty has 
been deliberately violated for two years by 
the Turkish Government; and second, that 
the Powers have alloweditto be violated 
without making any remonstrance until now. 
With a degree of credulity that might be 
called sublime they accepted the Porte’s 
promise to institute reforms in Armenia 
when it could not make reforms at home 
even, and sat down and looked to see the 
Porte carry outa scheme of reforms involv- 
ing heavy expenditure when it could fot pay 
its honest debts or the salaries of the mem- 
bers of its own household. When now it 
becomes apparent that nothing has been done, | 
and the people are suffering in a manner that 
is arousing the indignation of the civilized 
world, the subject is once more brought up 
by the Powers and submitted to the Confer- 
ence for settlement, with every probability 
that they will again recommend the Porte to 
institute reforms, which, of course, the Porte

The leading produce markets were moderate- 
ly active yesterday,and somewhat less irregu- 
lar. Provisions were the least steady. Pork 
was nervous and unsettled; the majority of 
operators seemed to think present prices are 
very much too high, but were afraid to act on 
their convictions, lest the muscularity of the 
dollar should prove too much forthem. Big re- 
ceipts of hogs and a decline in prices at the 
Stoc k- Yards were more depressing in the case 
of lard than in pork, as the former was sup- 
posed to have thoroughly sickened some of its 
strongest holders. Meats were weakened by 
sympathy with lard, being relatively high- 
priced. Wheat was steadier, the less settled 
weathcr, with the knowledge that prices are 
already low, counteracting the downward tend- 
ency in Europe. Corn was slightly weakened 
by the fact of larger receipts, and oats were 
again heavy, the existence of a good many old 
oats in the presence of the new crop being too 
much for firmness. Rye twas easier, the shorts 
for this month having been filled late last week, 
and bariey was almost lireless, as usual. Grain 
was easier in the afternoon. Mess pork closed 
7% lower, at $11.874%@11.6 for July and $11.97% 
ne for August. Lard closed We lower, at 
$6.55@6.67% seller July and #8660 for 
August. Short ribs closed at $6.50 for 
August. Spring wheat closed ue lower, at 880 
for July and 85c asked for August. Corn closed 
4c lower, at 4% for July and HX for August. 
Oats closed 4c lower, at 23% cash and 23% for 
July. Rye was quiet at Tic spot and 50c for new 
seller July. Barley was quiet at 66c for cash ex- 
tru à and 75@8c for No. 2 seller September. 
Hogs closed weak and 500100 lower, at $4.0@ 
4.2 for light and at $4.00@4.45 for heavy. Cattle 
were quietand lower. Sales were at $2.25@5.00. 

Nothing specially new was developed in the 
dry-goods market. Trude, as is invariably the case 


beyond such quantities as are required for cur- 
rent trade. There were no important price- 
changes. In the grocery market continued 
activity is noted; cit, and country dealers are 
ordering freely, botb of staple and side goods, 
and the firmness of prices was sustained. The 
market is still bare of sugurs but 
jobbers iook for betteg supplies soon. There 
were no quotable changes in the dried fruits 
and fish markets. A good degree of activity 
was noted in the buttct market, prices ranging 
as@efore. Cheese was. inactive and very weak. 
Some hoiders were asking de for finest full 
creams, but 74@7%c were the ruling prices, and 
not much trading was done even at those low 
figures. Bagging, coal, leather, and pig-iron 
were quoted as before. 

Lumber was steady and fairly active. The 
yard dealers are shipping lumber in free quan- 
tities tothe dountry, and also report a good 
local business. Common grades are firm, pres- 
ent quotations being relatively lower than those 
ruling for cargoes. The returns from the Mis- 
sissippi River lumber district indicate a reduc- 
tion in the production of lumber this season 
from first estimates, in consequence of the 
delay and loss occasioned by the recent flood. 
The decrease in the supply on the river is not 
expected to materially affect the markets at 
present, but may cause an advance later in the 
season. The sales of other building materials 
were fair at previous prices. Wool was quiet, 
but dealers reported more inquiry and a 
stronger tone, with information of a similar 
character from the East. Broom-corn was dull 
and easy.
